ABSTRACT
This bibliography contains 166 entries related to

information access in rural communities. The entries were derived
from the AGRICOLA database produced by the National Agricultural
Library and include journal articles, books, conference papers, and
government reports. Entries cover such topics as information centers,
information needs, cooperative extension services, information
services, libraries, program development, rural areas, rural
development, rural communities, rural sociology, and rural libraries.
Each entry contains title, author, publisher, publication date,
journal or conference information (where appropriate), language,
descriptors, and the National Agricultural Library call number. Some
entries contain an abstract. Also included are indexes by author and
subject and information about interlibrary loan from the National
Agricultural Library.
